A W orld Cruise

Believe it or not, the east end 
of the Panama Canal connects with 
the Pacific, and the west end con­ 
nects with the Atlantic. From the 
Pacific end the canal runs north­ 
west to the Atlantic. 
This canal 
brings the west coast 
of 
South 
America closer to New York than 
the east coast. 
I remember that 
while Woodrow Wilson was presi­ 
dent he expressed surprise when 
he observed this fact for the first 
time. 
The Canal Zone covers an area 
of 953 square miles. 
This 
zone 
extends five miles on either side 
of the axis of the canal 
It is a 
military reservation administered 
by the War Department. 
No in­ 
dividual or corporation 
is per- 
mited to acquire land in this zone. 
The voyage through the canal is 
to consume about seven hours. We 
enter the canal at twelve o’clock 
noon, and everybody is on Prom­ 
enade Deck to see the sights. One 
of these sights 
is 
a 
monstrous 
crocadile lying lazily in the grass 
on the bank of the canaL 
The name of the famous Cule- 
bra Cut has been changed to Gnl- 
liard in its 
building. 
Here 
the 
canal 
crosses 
the 
continental 
divide. 
The level of the canal is 
only 85 feet above sea level, but 
the mountains reach a height of 
602 feet. The cut is 8Mi miles long. 
Three locks raise us up 85 feet, 
and three others let us down the 
same 
distance. 
The 
so b 
level 
channel from Balboa breakwater 
to Miraflores is eight miles. 
The 
two Miraflores locks are a 
mile 
long. 
The Pero Miguel Lock 
is 
five sixth of a mile 
long. 
The 
Miraflores Lake, through 
which 
we pass, is a mile wide, and stands 
54 feet above sea leveL 
Guatun 
Lake was formed 
by 
damming 
Chagres River. 
It is 
nearly 
25 
miles long. 
Official spielers, on the payroll 
of the Canal, deliver lectures dur­ 
ing the afternoon. 
They 
never 
fail to say that the canal is pay­ 
ing its way. 
I know that this is 
untrue, but am not prepared 
to 
prove it. However, I have obtain­ 
ed a copy of the last official 
re­ 
port. 
While the official speakers 
for the 
United 
States 
Govern­ 
ment are deceiving people in this 
respect, the Governor of the Canal 
says in his official report for fiscal 
year 1936, page 101, “the revenue 
has continued to be insufficient to 
| cover operating expense? and in­ 
terest on the investment.” This in­ 
complete report shows 
that 
the 
operating revenues for the 
year 
1936 were $15,451,839.77, but 
it 
fails to make an operating state­ 
ment. 
It does not definitely show 
what the operating expenses were. 
Therefore to prove my point, I am 
going to leave out operating costs, 
and assume that they operated for 
nothing. 
The Government has $549,874,- 
826 95 invented in the project. An­ 
nual inter* st 
on 
this 
enormous 
sun. at 4*7,. 
is 
$21,994,993. The 
great sum of $502,170,306 is 
in­ 
vested in fixed property. Of course, 
[this property 
depreciates. 
E st­ 
imate the life of the property 
at 
pO years, and calculate deprecia­ 
tion at 2^ . and we have the addi­ 
tional sum of $10,043,406, and 
a 
otal of $32,038,399 to offset oper­ 
ating revenues of $15,451,938.77. 
Two percent depreciation is very 
conservative. Competent engineers 


say that the canal will not be com­ 
pleted until it is lowered to 
sea 
level. 
The locks must be elimin­ 
ated, and the 85 fot hump 
must 
be removed. One estimate of the 
cost of this is a billion dollars. It 
is pointed out that in time of war 
enemy agents could blast the locks 
and make the canal worthless. 
The Governor of the Canal says, 
officially, in his report that 
the 
taxpayers 
are 
subsidizing 
all 
ships that pass through the canal, 
and that the foreign ships are get­ 
ting the lion’s share of the sub­ 
sidy. 
Tonnage statements 
show 
that 69% was handled under for­ 
eign flags, and only 31% by Am­ 
erican ships. 
The Reliance Observer, a paper 
published aboard our ship, 
says 
that it cost twice as much for the 
Reliance to go through the Suez 
Canal, as the Panama Canal. 
I do not critise the act of the 
Government in building the canal. 
But, obviously, it ought to pay its 
way. Surely no one will defend the 
act of the Government in taxing 
the people of the United States to 
subsidize foreign shipping. 
With these facts brought out in 
official reports, our 
Government 
employs lecturers to deceive peo­ 
ple who pass through the canal on 
ships. 
The Government owns two ho­ 
tels, 
the 
Washington 
and 
the 
Tivoli, and has the Canal manage­ 
ment operate them. 
The Wash­ 
ington had an operating deficit in 
the year 1936 in the amount of 
$23,095.53 ;and the Tivoli deficits 
was $2,605.87. 
They have a rich 
old uncle who pays all these de­ 
ficits. 
The Washington Hotel re­ 
port says, in effect, “Uncle Sam: 
we cannot pay you any interest or 
dividend, nor can we 
set 
aside 
anything for depreciation. But all 
that we ask of you is $23,095.53 
to pay our operating deficit.” Uncle 
Sam puts it up, 
notwithstanding 
there is not a single detail given 
in the statement of expenses. 
The stated purpose 
of 
these 
hotels is niteresting: “These 
ho­ 
tels are operated as adjuncts to 
the Canal for the purpose of pro­ 
viding suitable accommodations to 
people having business with 
the 
Canal, foreign visitors, American 
tourists, visiting Government Of­ 
ficials, and others.” (The capitals 
are mine). Who is it that has busi­ 
ness 
with 
the 
Canal? 
Chiefly 
foreign steamship companies. 
These are 
good 
examples of 
what happens when the Govern­ 
ment operates a business. There 
always is a loss which 
the tax­ 
payer must pay. 
There are rare 
exceptions for a time, but event­ 
ually they go like all 
the rest.

owners in making improvements 
when necessary. 
Representatives of the Food and 
Drug Division will continue to in­

Caruthersville, Mo., Aug. 26.— 
Cotton leaf worms are 
scattered 
through Arkansas, according to a 
report received by 
M. D.

burgey, county extension 
agent. 
Numerous reports have come from 
Pemiscot County farmers that the 
leaf worm is appearing and

some small damage is being done. 
It is difficult to predict cotton 
leaf worm outbreaks

prepared to dust with calcium ar­ 
senate when the leaf worm

, George Rappeen Smith « m 
V Founder of Sedalla 


The varied career 
of 
George 
Rappeen Smith, 
who 
emigrated 
to Missouri during hi* early m an­ 
hood, is sometimes overlooked be­ 
cause of his fame as the founder 
and first mayor of 
Sedalia. The 
numerous occupations 
which he 
pursued are relatively unknown, 
but, as restless 
as 
Ulysses, 
he 
traveled far and sought his for­ 
tune in a "hazard" of new adven­ 
ture. 
George Rappeen Smith was born 
in Virginia, on August 17, 
1894, 
one hundred and thirty-four years 
ago this week. He was educated 
for the law in Kentucky, and at 
twenty-two was sheriff of 
Scott 
county. A small fortune, which he 
had inherited at sixteen, was sooa 
lost in a typical western bank, and 
ne emigrated to Missouri before 
he had reached his thirtieth year. 
The arrival in Pettis county of 
Smith and his father-in-law, Gen­ 
eral David Thompson, with their 
families and seventy-five slaves, 
marks the beginning of an active 
business 
and 
political 
career. 
Smith built the second house 
in 
Georgetown, which ni 1837 
be­ 
came the county seat. At the close 
of the Mormon 
war 
when 
the 
State militia was reorganized by 
Governor Boggs, Smith was made 
brigadier 
general. 
During 
this 
period he tried numerous 
busi­ 
nesses ventures, supplied 
provi­ 
sions to the Indians, farmed, ship­ 
ped pork and agricultural products 
down the Mississippi, 
and 
sent 
mules to New Orleans. In 1850 he 
held a contract with the govern­ 
ment for driving passenger 
and 
mall coaches over 583 
miles 
of 
Missouri stage line. At about the 
same time, May 3, 1849, he 
re­ 
ceived a contract for 
freighting 
government supplies to Stnta Fe, 
which he continued 
until 
1852 
when he 
sold 
his 
stock 
and 
wagons. 
Like many distinguished 
Mis 
sourians 
he 
worshiped 
at 
the 
shrine of Henry Clay, and believ­ 
ed firmly in his 
policies. 
While 
always interested in 
politics 
it 
seems that he made his first move 
to gain a public office 
in 
1838 
when he asked to be appointed re­ 


ceiver of public money, or 
reg- 
i*ter of land titles, at Fayette, Mis­ 
souri. 
He did not succeed in se­ 
curing the appointment, but about 
two years later he was appointed 
receiver 
of 
public 
money 
at 
Springfield. In 1854 he was elect­ 
ed to the State 
legislature 
and 
during the same year he was made 
a member of the board of directors 
of the Pacific railroad. He was a 
member of the Charcoal Conven­ 
tion in 1883, and was a member 
of the Missouri delegation 
that 
went to Washington 
to 
protest 
against the policies of the conserv­ 
ative union men in control of the 
government of Missouri. In 1864 
he was elected State senator 
but 
resigned in November, 1865, 
to 
become United States assessor 
With the outbreak of the Civil 
was 
Smith 
Was 
commissioned 
brigadier-general 
and 
adjutant 
general. On the same day that he 
received his commission Governor 
Gamble 
issued 
a 
proclamation 
calling for 42.000 to serve for six 


months in the service of the State. 
The recruiting, 
organizing, 
and 
equipping of the State militia was 
tne General's task, and the 
first 
commissions to officers 
of 
the 
Missouri troops, in 1881, bear the 
signature of G. R. Smith, adjut­ 
ant general. 
His resignation 
on 
November 30, 1861, came 
as 
a 
result of his opposition to and lack 
of sympathy with the conserva­ 
tive program of Governor 
Gam­ 
ble. 
„ 
. 
Snruth deserves more credit than 
any other man for the establish­ 
ment 
of 
the 
Pacific 
railroad 
through Pettis and Johnson coun­ 
ties. He struggled in the legisla­ 
ture for the ridge or mid-country 
route and then secured from Pettis 
county for railroad construction a 
pledge of $170,000, which was al­ 
most two-fifths of the county's as­ 
sessed «vg|uation. 
When it became evident 
that 
the railroad would miss George­ 
town, he purchased the 
present 
site of Sedalia and began 
adver­ 
tising lota and sawing lumber in 
anticipation of 
future 
develop­ 
ments. The town was incorporat­ 
ed in 1864, and Smith was named 
in the charter as the first mayor.
